Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Group II, claims 18-35 and the agent of claim 20 in Paper 
No. 3 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)).
